made in connexion with the murders, 
and 12 gang robbers have been appre- 
hended.

Kin Wo Ka, off Nanking Road, 
bearing knife wounds, One man was 
a but the Court found the 
evidence insufficient to convict. 

On October 7 five men entered an 
exchange and general shop at 681 
Carter Road. Three of them were 
armed with pistols, An assistant in 
‘the shop was shot at and wounded, but 
he has since recovered. The robbers 
then stole some $250 and ran away, 
pursued by a neighbour. The latter 
was shot throngh the chest and died in 
a few minutes, A number of other 
shots were fired, but no further casualties 
‘occurred. 

On the evening of October 11 the 
body of « Chinese was found on the 
Bund foreshore, near the Customs 
Jetty, wrapped up in a cotton bed. 
The man had recently been strangled. 
Three arrests were made in this case 
‘and it seems certain that deceased was 
a member of a gang of robbers and hed 
been murdered on suspicion of treachery 
to the other members of his gang. 
‘Two men have been handed over to the 
Chinese Authorities, and the third has 
been sentenced to imprisonment for life. 

At about mid-day on October 29 a 
pawnshop assistant, in a ricsha, was 
jlaid in the Tiendong Road, by two 
men armed with pistols who rushed out 
of an alleyway. He was shot dead and 
the miscreants made off with $470 
which he had been collecting from 
various banks, In spite of the fact that 
this crime was committed in a crowded 
thoroughfare in broad daylight, the 
murderers got away without the least 
hindrance ; and the ricsha coolie finding 
that the body of his fare had fallen on 
to the road, went off leisurely down the 
street and disappeared. 

At 1.20 am., October 29, Chinese 
P.C. 1012 in attempting to arrest a 
well-known expelled criminal in Shanse 
Road, was shot in the shoulder and the 
criminal escaped. At 4.20 p.m. on the 
same date the wanted man was arrested 
in a motor car, the arrest being due to

after firing two shots to intimidate his 
pursuers, The latter was charged at 
the American Court and has since been 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment. 
Three armed robberies in the Sinza 
district are thought to be the work of 
the same gang. 

In addition to the crimes recorded 
above, on October 5 the strong room of 
‘Mears, Hall & Holtz, Ld., was robbed 
of $1,500.

Engineer’s Report for 
October. 


Despite trade depression there appears 
to be no great surplus of unskilled 
Inbour. An average number of about 
2,500 coolies (excluding artisans) is em- 
ployed at this time of the year most of 
‘whom receive 280 cash per day. This 
is a bare living wage and is below the 
general market rate so that none but the 
lowest class of labourer seeks employ- 
ment on public work, 

The total number of coolies discarded 
daily does not exceed 100 and many of 
these are not accepted as they are 
physically unfit for manual labour, In 
the Western District there is usually a 
shortage and the surplus occurs more 
particolarly in the Eastern District. 

In the Central and Northern Districts 
the supply of labour just exces the 
demand by a few coolies di 

Owing to » shortage of Sadana 
supply of convict labour on outside 
works has ceased, except at the Eno 
Road Stonebreaking Yard, a propor- 
tionately large number of warders are 
required when the convicts are employed 
in te open on road work. 

J new ateel pontoon for the Wayside 
whet has been completed and fixed in 
position. It is 73ft. long and 25ft. wide 
with two approach bridges 15ft. wide. 
This completes the Wayside Wharf 
scheme with the exception of the paving 
of the road which cannot be proceeded 
with for some months pending the con- 
solidation of the mud_filling. 

Roads.—Hardoon Road has been 
culverted and formed between Bubbling 














Drainage: 
Yung-Zeen-Pang East of Seymour 
Road is approaching completion. This 
work will allow of a useful widening 
being effected at the corner of Seymour 
Road and Bubbling Well Road. 

Yangkingpang and Defence Dreek 
Culverting.—The Defence Creek was 
closed to traffic on October 24 in 
accordance with the notices which had 
been posted on the banks of the creck 
warning boat traffic to this effect. The 
‘Yangkingpang was similarly closed on 
‘November 1. 

‘The present arrangement is that no 
work will be carried ont on the culvert- 
ing of the latter creek by this Depart- 
ment until the culvert for the French 
Council bas been constructed. 

In the Defence Creek dams have been 
placed at the Peking Road Bridge and 
the Barkill Road Bridge. The water 
has been removed by pumping and ex- 
cavations for the foundations of the 
calvert are proceeding in this section. 

Bundings.—The short length of 
wooden bunding in Soochow Road west 
of North Chekiang Rosd has been 
replaced in concrete. 

Good progress has been made with 
the concrete banding in Lay Road 
north of Yangtszepoo Road. 

‘The construction of the concrete 
banding along the Sawginkiang is pro- 
condiag sotmenhat slowly on ssoouns of 
repeated flooding of the cofferdam. 

‘The wooden banding on the West 
Soochow Road east of Mokanshan Road) 
hhas been taken ont of the Contractor's: 
hands owing to the slow progress he 
was making. 

Buildings.—The Contractor has com- 
menced work upon the new Central 
Municipal Offices and is erecting the 
necessary worksheds and bringing plant.
